During the closing scenes of the late
war, many gallunt and stirring events oc
curred which, amid the conlusion and ex-
citements of the hour, were suffered to

unnoticed alike by the Southern and
En::thnrn press. Oune ot these took place
on our own borders, and was participated
in by some of the sons of the Palmetto
State. As a chronicier of events it is our
duty, although at a late day to record the
Battle of Asheville. Brief mention of it
was made, we believe, at the time in the
columns of one of our Greenville cotempo-
rarics.

Some time after the surrender of Gen-
eral Lee, and while Stoneman’s command
was cast of the Blue Ridge, u forec of from
1,500 to 2,000 Illinois, Indiana and Ohio
Infantry, was sent from Kast Tennessee up
the French Broad, probably with a view
to mect Stoneman's comwand on its re-
turn,

Col. J. B. Palmer, ccmmanding the
«Mountain District of North Carolina,”
had withdrawn the greater portivn of the
few troops at his disposal from the Ten-
nessce line, and sttivned them adjacent
to the Blue Ridge, with a determination
to resist the passage ol Ston:u an,

A portion of “Palmer's Brigade” occu-
pied Asheville. The garrison consisting
ot detachments ot the 62d and Gith North
Carolina regiments, under that gallant
West Pointer Col. G. W. Clayton, the dis
mounted portion of the bUth North Caro
lina regiment, Lieut. Col. J. L. Uenry,4
cammul:dlng, a few reserves under Major
Krwin, aud the MceBeth Light Artillery,
of which that model officer, B. A Jeter
of Union, in this State, was captain. Capt.
Jeter being absent on siek leave, 1st Lt
8. W. Porter of Union, was in temporary
commund ot the battery, the arzsregate ol
the gurrison being about 300 men,

I'he scouts in advauce having reported
the arrival of the enemy ut Warm Spvings,
dispositions were made to give them us
warm a reception as the torce under ol
Palwer’s commund would permir. That
night the enemy eucamped at Murshall,
and the wext duy, by ouc o'clock . M.,
reached the vicinity of Ashevilie.  Here,
as hud been inteuded by our forees, the
action commenced,

Jeter's battery was promptly placed in
osition by its atle communder Lisut, S.
V. Porter. Licut. Bunee, ol Union, in

this State, upplied for permission to arm
20 of the MeBeth Light Artillery as sharp
shooters, which wus azcorded, and no Uri
hican Zionaves were ever more mml‘::r'iu
and dushing, than these Palinetto boys,
Nothing but discifline prevented  them
trom impulsively charging the encmy with-
out urders.  Col. Clayron with a purtion
of the 62d North Caroling, and about 40 |
wen of the 29th North  Carolina uudnr}
Captain League, which luttor arrived after {
the uction commenced, was sent by Col. |
Palmer to take possession of a ridge on the
right. The netachment of the Gith North
Caralina, Uﬂ]l!iliﬂ M: I'liﬁ' ﬂ!'llllll:lﬂl“llu, |
and the MeBeth Light Arullery, oceupy.
ing the centre und left under the personal
command of Col. Palmer. The uction
then commenced, continued all the arcer
noon, the enemy being driven back one
and u half miles. At 10 o'eloek 1. M,
the pickets of the Federals were driven in, |
and they commenéed a rapid retreat, du
ring the prevalence of a most feartul storm
of wind and rain, and at daylight next
morning, were at Marshal, 20 miles dis |
tant; to which place they were followed by
Col. Palmer, and beyond that, sud into
East Tennessec, by a detachment of eaval
ry, with which as volunteers, were the :

llant Col. Lee of Ashcville loster parent |
of Lt. Gen. 8. D. Lec and Captain Nelson |
of Spartanburg, in this State. The unfor. ,'
tunate necessi'y for keeping troops near |
the Blue Ridge to oppose Stonemun's |
command, alone prevented the utter anni |
hilation of the enemy.

vo [liner dis¢iplined, or braver, or more
officient soldiers served during the war.
The State may be justly proud of them
and their admirable commander, Captain
3. A Jeter.

A dispateh reporting the victory was
sent off by the then commander of' the
Department of Western North Carolina,
Gen. J. G. Martin—a skillful soldier who,
having lost one arm in the Mexican war,
resigned his position in the old army, and
cembarked his remaining all in our late
disastrous struggle.  The courier convey
ing the dispateli returned with it undeliv-
ered, the officer to whom it wus addressed
having eapitulated, and thus no ofticial re-
port was ever published.

Licut. IPorier has beeome a resideut of
this city, and may be found by his friends
at th2 establishment of Messrs. Shiver,
Beekham & Co. Col. Palmer who com-
manded in the battle we have mentioned,
and who won this last Confederate vietory
with such fearful odds against him—alnost
six to one—has purchased an iuterest in
the Saluda Factory at this place, and as »

I’almer, has become a resident of this State.

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Internal Revenue Regalations.

We give to our readers some of the pro-
visions of the Internal Revenue Laws ol
the United States, which may interest

them :
DISTILLERS.

1. A tax of two dollaurs per gallon is
on al'espirits upon which no tax has been
paid. This is a lien on the spirits, distil
lery, stills, fixtures, &e., and on the inter-
est of the distiller in the lunds on which
the distillery is situatad until the tax i
paid.

2. Every persun who isor intends to
be a distiller must give notice waler  his
own signature to the Assessor of the Ihs
triet in which the business is to be earricd
on, and pay a special tax of one hundred
dollars,

3. Every distiller must, at his own ex
pense, erect receiving eisterns, and pro -
vide humsell with locks and seals, to by
used on the same, from the i'ulIn‘clnl'. HA TR
also provide a house or room suitable fin
the storuge of bonded spirits,

4. The Sceretary ot the Treasury will
appoint an inspeetor for cach distillery
except those distilling brandy  from ap-
ples, peaches and grapes exclusively,whos
presence is always neeessary, and who 1=
entitled to five dollars per day and o
mitl on every gallon distilled, all to Le
assessed npon and paid by the distiler,

upon distillers of brandy  from apples
